S.O. 222(E). —In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (i) of section 35 of the Indian Ports Act, 1908 (15 of 
1908) and in supersession of the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Surface Transport, G. S.R. 15 (E) 
dated 11th January, 1994 except as respects things done or omitted to be done, the Central Government hereby makes the 
following order for regulating the levy of fees for pilotage and other services in the Jawaharlal Nehru Port Trust. 

ORDER * 

1. Short title and commencement: 

(i) This order may be called the Jawaharlal Nehru Port Trust Pilotage and other services (Fees) order, 1997. 

(ii) It shall come into force at once. 

2, Definitions: 

(i) In this order “Port” means Jawaharlal Nehru Port Trust. 

(ii) “Coasting vessel” means a vessel exclusively engaged in the carriage by sea of passengers or goods from any port 
or places in India to any other port or places in India subject to production of coasting licence issued under 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1958 by the competent authority. 

(iii) “Foreign vessel” means a vessel employed in Trading between any port or place in India and other port or place 
or between ports or places outside India. 

(iv) “Vessel” includes anything made for the conveyance, mainly by water, of human beings or of goods and a caisson. 
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3 . Fees for Piloting -Towage, Mooring or Unmooring: 

The fees leviable for piloting-cum-towing vessels in and out of harbour shall be at the rates as shown in the schedule. The 
fees leviable shall include services of pilots and tugs for inward, outward and shifting (at the instance of port) operations for 
each entry into the port, as given below:—

4 Cold move charges : 

Vessels which are required to be moved without their main engines in operation shall be considered cold moves. The 
cold move charges applicable shall be as follows 

(i) Two times the normal rates in case the vessel has to be brought in and taken out as cold move. 

(ii) One and half times the normal rates in case the vessel has one way cold move with engines shut off and the other way 
normal move with Engines running; 

(iii) Any shifting with cold move will be levied twice the normal charges. 

5. Cancellation and detention charges for Pilots : 

(i) For cancellation of a requisition for the services of pilot with less than four hours notice to the Dy. Conservator, a 
charge of US $ 100 for foreign vessel and Rs. 2000 for coasting vessel shall be levied,
